Premier Asqu ith in a statem ent in 
tho hou se of commons gave pu blic ex­ 
pression to Groat Britain's sy mpathy 
in connection with tho Titanic disas­ 
ter. 
Washington, April 
17.— Lord Bu rn­ 
ham cabled to President Taft express­ 
ing sy mpathy of the proprietors of tho 
London Daily Telegraph for the “ter­ 
rible loss of so many prominent and 
distingu ished citizens and the appal­ 
ling catastrophe which has befallen tho 
Titanic." 
By direction of the president, Acting 
Secretary Hu ntington Wilson of tho 
state department sent a message in re­ 
ply extending mu tu al sy mpathy . 
The hou se adopted a resolu tion ex­ 
pressing condolence to the relatives of 
those who lost their 
lives 
on 
the 
Titanic, offered by Representative Au s­ 
tin of Tennessee, Repu blican. 
Tho chaplains of both hou ses of con­ 
gress mentioned the Titanic disaster in 
their invocations. 
Now York, April 17.— The board of 
aldermen passed a resolu tion extend­ 
ing sy mpathy to those afflicted by the 
disaster to the Tltau ic. 
Boissevaln, Man.,

Alexander, a former member of the
